This season marks an 
important stage in the history 
of Australian soccer, a history 
that has always prominently 
featured the name of the 
South Melbourne club. 

ASF Chairman John 
Constantine has already 
announced an ambitious new 
direction for club football, a 
direction which will see the 
best of Australia taking on 
the very cream of Asia. 

The prospects are 
mouthwatering - Gary 
Lineker and his Nagoya 
Grampus Eight club playing 
South Melbourne in a two 
legged championship 
encounter, or other such 
games in a European Cup 
style tournament. 

This is the extra boost that 
the domestic game so badly 
needs, the boost which will 
bring in extra club revenue 
by way of gate takings and 
sponsorship. 

If our game is to become

fully professional then that 
extra source of revenue must 
be found. 

But just as importantly it is 
also a boost for the players 
and will give our talented 
youngsters another reason to 
stay in Australia rather than 
try their fortunes in the 
European leagues. 

The extra exposure by way 
of media coverage will not do 
any harm to our game either, 
a product which is generally 
badly served by a press 
which is besotted with other

undertaken to advance the 


case of club football, for so 
long shoved under the carpet 
as the administrative dollars 
are spent on the four national 


teams. 

"In the past we have 
concentrated largely on the 
national teams,’ admits 
Constantine. 

"But the time has now come 
when we must help to 
promote the game at club 
level. 

"We believe that the clubs' 
interests will be best served 
by fostering competition with 
Asia." 

The exact shape of that 
competition is unknown but 
Constantine is known to 
favour a mini tournament 
involving champion clubs 
from Japan, South Korea and 
Malaysia rather than the

knockout style competition 
which has been so popular in 
Europe. 

"We have already had talks 
with other Asian countries 
and the secretary of the Asian 
Soccer Federation," says the 
ASF Chairman. 

"The Japanese are very 
keen to be involved in a 
tournament with Australian 
clubs." 

There are many big name 
players currently playing in 
the Japanese J League - the 
new fully professional league 
which was inaugurated this 
season amidst much media 
hype and capacity crowds. 

Earlier this year two 
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Olympic can fly you from Athers onward to London, 
the rest of Europe and the world! 
But you'd be wiser to stopover on a Greek island - and 
keep the world waiting. 
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Japanese clubs, AS Fluegels 
and Grampus Eight, visited 
Australia for training sessions 
and took part in challenge 
games. 


Those visits were centred 
on Sydney and Tasmania and 
Melbourne fans missed out 
on the opportunity to see 
these sides for themselves. 

But so too did Sydney fans 
with the visit of Fluegels 
largely unnoticed except for 
the handful of spectators who 
were well enough informed 
to be able to see the likes of 
Brazilian international Edu 
do his thing. 

Those two visits have 
spawned the interest of other 
clubs which see Australia as 
the idea] country to prepare in 
the off-season. 

It now looks odds-—on that 
that interest will blossom into 
full scale competition. 

South Melbourne MUST be 
involved in any such project 
but first the Blues have a 
more immediate target - the 
Championship of Australia. 


The Champions of 
Australia versus the

Middle Park, now that would 
be a game to tell the kids 
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The two hardest players I have ever 
played against are Alex 
Mikhailichenko and Diego 
Maradona. I man marked both players - and Mikhailichenko 
(who is now with Glasgow Rangers) only got three kicks of 
the ball in the game against Australia at the Olympic Games. 
Unfortunately he scored with two of them. 

And I will always treasure the shirt that Maradona gave me 
after the game at the Sydney Football Stadium. Australian 
soccer has really come of age. We don't fear anyone anymore, 
and the way we played against Argentina in that first leg 
match has earned us respect. 

Nowadays I just take football as it comes — that's the lesson 
I have learned from the last six months. Now, every game is a 
bonus for me. But that doesn't mean that I have any thoughts

of retiring. 

Some journalists have suggested that I am ready to hang up 
my international boots — but don't you believe it, they will 
have to carry me out feet first! 

I don't care where I play on the field, I'll play anywhere just 
to get a game. Mehmet had better watch out — I might even 
have a go at the centre back spot! 

Seriously though, my advice to any player is not to quit the 
game too early. There are far too many good players who 
leave the game when they still have good years left in them. I 
think that I have enough good soccer in me for a few years 
more yet. 

South Melbourne has been really good to me allowing me 
to play in the midfield in the early pre-season games so I 
could keep alive my Socceroo hopes. I could have easily have 
lost my place in the national team if I hadn't played in 
midfield for the Blues. I suppose that some would say that the 
club has rewarded me for my services but I'm very grateful 
that they gave me the chance when they didn't have to. I had a 
long chat with Jim Pyrgolios and he has been just great. 

But now that the Argentinian games are over it's back to the 
CCSL - and that means trying to go one better than last 
season when we finished as Premiers.

Melbourne has never been a 
happy hunting ground for 
Adelaide City which has only 
won this game three times 
since both clubs came into the 
CCSL in 1977. 

Two new faces expected to 
be in the City line-up for this 
match are those of Michael 
Reda and Goran Lozanovski. 

Reda was a big money 
$40,000 buy in the close 
season from Parramatta 
Eagles while Lozanovski, a 
former Young  Socceroo, 
came over from relegated 
Preston. 


John Markevski was 
expected to go with 
Lozanovski but instead opted 
for Victorian club, Morwell 
Falcons. 

On the other hand Adelaide 
have lost several players from 
last season's first team squad 
including John _— Aloisi 
(Antwerp), Mike Brooks 
(freed), Robert Csoboth 
(Pecsi), Mike Grbevski (cut 
from squad), Nemanja 
Obradovic (Heidelberg) and 
Charlie Villani (retired). 

But Adelaide remain a very 
formidable looking outfit 
with no fewer than four 
players (Tobin, Ivanovic, 
Zabica and Veart) in the 
current Socceroo squad. 

That is no mean feat 
considering the pre- 
dominance of overseas based 
professionals. 

Up front the Zebras will be 
heavily dependant on Carl 
Veart, a winter target for 
English giants, Everton. 

Veart looked to be heading 
to Goodison Park until the 
Merseyside club balked at the 
asking price of $1 million. 

Should that transfer have 
gone ahead it would have 
smashed Ned Zelic's out-of- 
Oz transfer record by nearly 
$400,000. 

Michael Reda looked a bit 
unsteady in the midfield 
during the League Cup and 
Round 1 games and will 
probably still be finding his 
feet, although if anything he 
would have benefitted by the 
fixture postponement

BANINI ARRIVES 
AT WESTERN OVAL 


Melbourne Pumas last week signed the gifted Ghanaian, Ransford Banini, from African club, 


Goldfields. 


Banini's $50,000 transfer was incorrectly reported in some of the daily papers as an 
Australian record. But the record fee paid by an Australian club was set earlier this year by 
Adelaide City, which reportedly paid $180,000 for its former player, Tony Vidmar. 

Nevertheless, Banini's transfer is a record for Melbourne Brunswick. 

The Ghanaian player was captain of his country's highly successful Youth team which came 
second to Brazil in the World Youth Cup held in Australia in March. At the time it was 
reported that Marconi was on the verge of signing Banini plus another Ghanaian youth 
international, but despite a successful trial period in Sydney, Marconi failed to sign the player. 


The Pumas were last week delighted with their new signing. 


A club official told Blue Magic that Banini was an important step in his club's bid to re- 


establish itself as a source in Australian soccer. 


"At one time we were the number one club in the country," he said. 
"If those times have slipped away from us that doesn't mean that we are happy with the 
Situation. The signing of Banini is surely proof that we do mean business in the CCSL."

If at one time it seemed that 
no-one wanted Zelic, now 
his name is on the lips of 
every scout and manager in 
Europe. 

Earlier this year I broke a 
story that Zelic was a target 
for Italian giant, Torino — 
now it seems that the tall 
sweeper with the graceful 
loping stride is ready to move 
into the BIG time of Europe, 
with a possible move to Spain 
or Italy looking very much on

But it is ironic to think that 
just three years ago no-one 
wanted to know.

So little did Sydney United 
value the former Canberra 
boy that they offered him 
back to his old club for a 
knockdown $800 fee — but 
Canberra Deakin didn't want 
to pay that either! 

Now, Zelic is enjoying life 
in the fast lane with Borussia 
Dortmund, one of the richest 
clubs in the German 
Bundesliga. 

But that could come to an 
end shorter than the length of 
Zelic's contract. 

While in Australia recently

Zelic spoke openly about his 
disappointments at Borussia 
this season — a club at which 
he has found total happiness, 
although it would seem that 
he has at last realised the vast 
potential] in his boots.

Football fans the world over 
love nothing better than to 
reminisce about the good old 
days, you know, the days 
when the crowds were 
bigger, the players faster, the 
shots harder and when the 
skill factor was abundant. 

That those days also 
coincide with the mere fact 
that probably most of us were 
15 — 40 years younger are 
maybe irrelevant and 
anyway, as the catchphrase of 
journalism goes — never let 
the truth get in the way of a 
good story! 

Naturally South Melbourne 
has had more than its share of 
good players and great teams. 

Any club that has had such 
an impact on the Aussie game 
must have a story or two to 
tell — and a great deal many 
more that can't be told. 

Remember Alun Evans, the 
brilliant ex—Liverpoo! player? 
What a cracker! Alun is 
shown in our picture on the 
facing page lifting the 1982 
Ampo] Cup at a packed 
stadium — yes, the crowds 
were bigger! 

And standing right beside 
Alun is the late Sam 
Papasavas who only passed 
away recently. Sam was a 
greal servant to the club and 
one of the most dedicated 
men in Australian soccer. 

Another name which seems 
to pop up in conversation 
regularly these days is that of 


Duncan Cummings. 

Duncan was a brilliant 
player who had al] the talent 
to go to the very top. 

At just 17-years-of-age he 
became the youngest player 
to ever play for Australia and 
even scored with his very 
first touch of the ball when he 
came on as a substitute 
against China. 

And when Cummings 
transferred to South 
Melbourne from Melbourne 
Hungaria, for a then 
Australian record fee of 
$10,000, he even scored on 
his debut for the Blues. 

That was way back in 1976, 
the last year before the launch 
of the then Phillips Soccer 
League. 

Duncan played for South 
Melbourne for six seasons 
but I am sure that no-one 
ever really saw the best of 
him, his talent always seemed 
to bubble away but was never 
fully realised. 

And what about Charlie 
Egan, one of the most prolific 
scorers in the club's history? 

Little Charlie managed 73 
goals in 153 CCSL games 
during his six action packed 
seasons with South 
Melbourne. 

Charlie's record of CCSL, 
goals for the club stands to 
this day and doesn't look in 
any real danger of being 
toppled — at Jeast not this 
season. 


Of the current players only 
Paul Trimboli is anywhere 
near Egan's record and on 
current form Pau] looks set to 
write his own name into the 
record books some time next 
season. 

Doug Brown was another 
top scorer, grabbing 48 from 
a total of only 86 games. 

With just over one goal for 
every two games he has the 
record for 'strike rate’. 

Steve Blair must rate a 
mention in the CCSL history 
of the club — a total of 336 
games for the club, and a 
record that will be around for 
a long, long time. 

Blair has been a great 
servant for the club since he 
was picked up for a measly 
$1,000 from Albion away 
back in 1980. 

Job commitments have 
forced the big fellow to hang 
up his boots but grab Blairy 
some night and I am sure 
that he has a few top yarns to 
tell. 

We've also had our share of 
star guest players over the 
years including Malcolm 


MacDonald who scored three 
goals in only three games for 
the club. 

Super Mac once hit the net 
seven times in a match for 
England — and was dropped 
for the next game! 

Souths also imported top 
players in the pre-CCSL 
days — remember when Jim 
Pyrgolios came out from 
Panathinaikos? 

Whatever the lads say in 
training, Jim could play and 
he must go down as one of 
the best players the club has 
ever fielded. 

Another Greek star was 
Con Nestoridis who joined 
the club from AEK in 1966, 
Con was a Greek 
international and a top player 
also. 

Despite approaching the 
veteran stage at the age of 37 
Con had a dramatic effect on 
the club and his magnetic 
play brought huge crowds to 
every home game — and the 
away ones too. 

What about some of the 
other names? 

Jackie Reilly, Peter 
Ollerton, Georgie Campbell, 
George Christopoulos, John 
Yzendoom and Oscar 
Crino .... 

And what about the great 
Jimmy MacKay, the man 
whose rocket shot sent 
Australia into the 1974 World 
Cup finals? 

Were they any better than 
the present players? 

Would Awaritefe, Wade, 
Boutsianis, Trimboli, 
Durakovic and Hasler get a 
game in any of their teams? 

Well, that's a question for 
some hard and serious debate, 
maybe over a coo] beer in the 
club one day. 

And what about tomorrow, 
will your kids be arguing the 
merits of today's team in 
twenty years time?
